The local report must contain the sub-recipient’s performance data and must be available
in a variety of formats, including electronically through the Internet, to students, parents, educators, and the
public and the information contained in such a report shall be in a format that is understandable and uniform,
and to the extent practicable, provided in a language that students, parents, and educators can understand.
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
